The body 
wa» laid on the bank and was wrapped In 
a sheet to await the coming of Selectman 
Smith who got there at S.15 and gave the 
permit for him to be removed. Sheehan 
had worked for Puroell for quite a long 
time, was an unmarried man of about 28 
years of age. The place where he was 
found was hardly deep enough this morn- 
ing ito drown any one as the river had 
gone down several feet.

The North Adams board of trade added 


another success to its list of achievements 
in its annual banquet given in the Wilson 
opera houae on Friday evening. In point 
of numbers present, Interest manifest, 
character 01 tiie speeches and general 
felicity of the occasion, it was second to 
none of its predecessors.

of Williams college, to speak upon this 
topic. In a felicitous and happy way Dr. 
Bascotn sttict that wheu North Adams first 
talked of securing Broad Brouk fur a 
water supply, he begrudged it. Now he 
was past that. North Adams needed it. 
He said that he believed that the very 
character of the people of Northern Berit- 
sbire in the future would depend upon 
the manner in which they treat Greylock 
and these other beautiful hills. Misuse 
them and strip tnem of their natural 
beauty and usefulness and they will rise 
as a Nemesis in after years to haunt and 
retard the progress of our people. Grey- 
lock should be made into a permanent 
park. 
It is peculiarly adapted to such 


transformation. 
ID is the commanding 


and all conspicuous point of tbis region 
surrounded as it is by a number of villages 
and cities.

No 
nation baa ever abused and misused its 
natural gifts a? has the United States. 
It is computed that the forests of the one 
state of Indiana if kept intact and pre- 
served to this date would represent a value 
beyond all the dream of avarice—more 
than enough to pay twice over the 
national debt. 


Ten years ago an expert statistician 


on forestry matters from Germany visited 
this country and made official report to 
his government that if the United States 
persisted in its course of forest annihila- 
tion, in fifty years it would be buying its 
lumber from Germany. Russia, generally 
supposed to be behind the times on such 
matters, has already discovered that the 
destruction of forests along iilie banks of 
the Volga which feeds the Caspian and . 
other seas has caused the level of those 
waters to be lowered. Ithos therefore 
established schools tor instruction in 
forestry matters. 


Mr. Manchester advised that the pat- 


ting of money into wild timber lands in- 
stead of other forms 3f investment would 
result in richer returns. He made a plea 
•.tat the restoration of the forests to the 
beauty and wealt h of primeval days. His 
speech was earnest and interesting and 
won the approval and plaudits of all.

of Pittsfield, tlie former beloved pastor of 
the M. E. Church of this city. Dr. 
Thompson in an informal, sparkling and 
altogether delightful way, epoke of the 
good fealinfr existing between his present 
and his former home.
